O YOU remember Madero? Francisco Mad- 
ero. liberator of .^Mexico, who was shot '.'while 


attempting to escape" from arrest by the sol- 
diers of Huerta? Then you will realize the pos- 
sibility that there is something in common be- 
tween Bulgaria and Mexico. Stamboulisky, 
deposed premier of Bulgaria, was captured and 
immediately thereafter shot "while attempting 
to escape." The chances are that it is an old- 
world application of the convenient Mexican 
ley de fuga. 


It may be successful, this killing of Stam- 


houlisky, even though less parts of the world 
where politics is less convulsive find it rather 
hard to stomach. Stamboulisky was the great, 
the pre-eminent leader of the Bulgar peasants. 
He forced himself into power by sheer person- 
ality and the unwavering support of his own 
kind. It may be that a country like Bulgaria, 
where capacity and education are the exception, 
will have no second Stamboulisky to step into 
his shoes. In that event it is a very good chance 
that the peasant movement will be unable to 
direct itself effectively against the aristocratic- 
military clique which has won the army and de- 
posed the peasant government. The coup, bare- 
facedly illegal and violent may succeed in estab- 
lishing and making permanent its control of 
Bulgaria, in due time to be recognized by the 
powers, if it watches its step about treading 
on the toes of its more powerful neighbors' in- 
terests. 


It is not right that the majority of Bulgar- 


ians should be deprived of their leader and the 
voice in control of affairs which he attempted 
to express for them. But it has happened. And 
at least as often as justice has triumphed in the 
history of affairs of this kind, injustice has had 
the best of it. 
One hopes that there will be 


some sort of result which will not see the Bul- 
gar peasantry entirely silenced in the affairs of 
their government. 
But the hope is not appar- 


ently warranted by any facts thus far report- 
ed. It will be altogether impossible in the not 
unlikely event that -the jealous slav nations 
around Bulgaria seize the opportunity created 
by internal dissension to move in and help them- 
selves to such possessions as were denied them 
by the world war treaties. 


Galesville 


TITR. WADLEIGH, of Galesville, was perhaps 
*" not so far misled by local pride when he 
referred to Galesville and its environs as "the 
Garden of Eden," in his address of welcome at 
Thursday'^ Rotary picnic. For a contemporary 
version of a paradisiac existence one can very 
easily imagine Galesville as an ideal setting. 
There are mighty few villages anywhere in the 
United States that can show as gracious and 
charming an exterior to invite the eye and 
soothe the spirit of the visitor, and as all resi- 
dents of this region know even fewer that so 
emphatically enlist the loyalty and zealous en- 
thusiasm of their citizens. We do not know, 
being shy on Trempealeau County history, who 
founded Galesville and laid it out in its present 
form, but whoever that pioneer was he had the 
artist's eye. And he has had a numerous artis- 
tic progeny, without doubt, for from its earliest 
days there must have been some unique notion 
of the worth of beauty in the minds of the peo- 
ple of the place. The trees and parks and homes 
of Galesville need only to be compared with 
the average of the run of villages in this lati- 
tude to convince the skeptic on this point. 
Galesville has a maturity and assurance, some- 
how, an air of well-being and quiet jiride, that 
is rare in towns whose history doesn't cover 
much more than a half-century. Yes, there's a 
Kood deal more than the hearty and cordial 
welcome that the visitor gets at Galesville to 
recommend it. There is its value as evidence of 
one of those mysterious recreations of social 
alchemy that produces the distinct American 
flavor. 
One can't analyze it, but it is unmis- 


takable.
